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Student Senate Endorsement 
Repealed in Good Faith Move

The Associated Students 
Senate yesterday retracted their of- 
ficial endorsement of Senate Chair 
candidate Maria Castro and 
instructed the statutes committee 
to draw up guidelines prohibiting 
similar actions in the future 

Elections Board spokesperson, 
Kent Meyers, reported to the 
Senate on the state of the elections 
and responded to complaints of the 
past week. Ruling onthe complaint 
of impropriety on the part of the 
Senate in endorsing a candidate, 
Meyers declared that “Although 
legal (neither statutes nor 
constitution specifically prohibit 
it), it is somewhat inappropriate 
for a student organization of this 
nature with responsibility not only 
politically but to the student body 
at large...1 ask if the Senate wants 
this action repeated in the future 
under normal circumstances.” He 
went onto ask for action to counter 
last wcek’s endorsement. 

Meyers answered point by point 
complaints and objections 
presented in Wednesday's Hornet 
by an editorial and a letter to the 
editor by Senator Dean Garrison. 

After the meeting, Garriso: 
said when he made his complaints 
to the Elections Board, he was told 
they would not be influenced by the 
press. He found that statement “in- 
consistent” with a point by point 
rebuttal to an editevial. 


Senator Bob Middleton moved 
twice to repeal last week's en- 
dorsement. Middleton was absent 
from that meeting. On the first 
attempt, the motion died for lack 
of a second 


Minutes later he reintroduced 
the same motion and it was 
secouded by Senator Susan Wood. 
After calling for a show of hands, 
there seemed to be some hesitancy 
until Senator Hank Castro urged 
passage to “show good faith” and 
“no malintent.” 


Between Middleton's motions, 
Wood declared “after serious con- 
sideration” she now felt it was in 
“poor taste” to endorse a can- 
didate. She went on to reveal she 
never saw the letter to the editor in 
the Hornet backing Castro. She 
gave Senator Dave Carden. drafter 
of the letter. oral permission to use 
her name. she said 


In oth action the Senate 
repassed Senate Bill 1, statute 
revision for the Board of 


Publications. The bill goes to the 
Associated Students President. 


The Senate confirmed the 
presitdential appointments of 
Larry Tomlinson to the Cur- 
riculum Committee and Cynthia 
Denny to the Public Affairs Com-

The Hornet Foundation Board 
met for two hours | uesday evening 
and accomplished little. Indicative 
of the mght’s action was the tabling 
of a routine budget approval in 
order to give new board members 
time to look over the fiscal 1974 
budget. [he fiscal year started July 
l 

Tabled was a report listing pro- 
jected operating profit for fiscal 
1974 as $77,000 minus a | 5 per cent 
allocation ($11,000) tor the plant 
fund and a 55 per cent allotment 
($42.000) to the working capital 


fund The plant fund covers 
maintenance and upkeep of 
Hornet Foundation facilities, 


while the working capital fund goes 
toward day-to-day functioning of 
the foundation. 

Besides the automatic 70 per 
cent deductions, an additional 
$10,000 ts earmarked for the con- 
tingency reserve. leaving $1 3.000 
for grants. Grant requests total 
$62.000

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Some Afraid To Influence Leaders

sors did not attend. and why ut is 
necessary that the people. through 


Petitions to Congress, force the 
impeachment of Richard Nixon 
One of our more distinguished 
faculty, and a man Whose personal 
integrity | respect enormously, ap- 
proached me Friday morning. He 
was so angry he could not address 
me directly, soa student said. “Dr 
wants to talk to you.” The 
professor said he had had cnough 
of these notices in the morning an- 
nouncing that classes would be 
suspended later that day. He went 
on to say that it wasn’t necessary to 
call the convocation to discuss 
impeachment or ask people to sign 
the petition, Declaration — of 
Independence 1973, 
impeachment was going to occur it 
happen. He asked. why 
would we take the issue into our 
hands? 


since if 


would 


At first | thought his objections 
were merely symptomatic of a rigid 
outlook concerning 
schedules. despite the fact we have 
had almost no convocations for 
over a year. I can accept his 
position regarding short notice in 
general but | strongly demur in the 
case of Friday's convocation. We 
cannot stand idly watching the 
current national drama play itself 
out without assuming some res- 
ponsibility. If there is the slightest 
Possibility the entire armed forces 
of the United States were 
mobilived last week to distract 
attention from Watergate (which 
seems more likely as we get 
Perspective), then something 
should be done about the problem. 
I cannot agree to delay when we 
have no Vice-President, when there 
ts no clearly viable national leader 
in either party who could pose as 
an alternative to Nixon, and when 
the Speaker of the House moves so 
slowly (for the obvious reasons). 
Further, Nixon’s press conference 
Friday convinced me that in ad- 
ditiun to not knowing right from 
wrong. he has lost touch with 
reality (the two. as Shana Alex- 
ander pointed out months ago, 
constitute a legal definition of in- 
sanity). Mr. Nixon’s efforts to des- 
troy the credibility of the news 
media is a rather obvious attempt 
to cut the American people off 
from reality and cover-up 
Watergate once more. A_con- 
vocation was therefore justified.

The Declaration of 
Independence.

My colleague's 
philosophy of citizenship. and that 
shared by all too many of my tellow 
political helped 
perpetuate electoral campaigns in- 
volving debate on meaningless is- 
sues, and choices between 
candidates who specialize in decep- 
tion and who are ideologically 
indistinguishable Aside from 
Carl Albert's obviously delicate 
situation, the prevalence of this “do 
nothing” attitude explains why 
Congress has delayed 
sideration of impeachment for so 
long. It has been over a week since 
Archibald Cox declared, after be- 
ing fired by Nixon, that the 
American people must determine if 
this is a government of laws or of 
men. In fundamental 
Constitutional crisis like today’s, 
the American tradition is that 
politics is too important to be left 
up to politicians. What better way 
is there to express our outrage. our 
demand for removal of the 
immediate problem. and a call for 
better government for our 
posterity, than to call upon our 
fellow citizens to reaffirm our 
political heritage in a petition to 
Congress?

And to the others who reject action 
people don't 
know enough to make a decision 
(as another colleague. 
Shoemaker argued at the con- 
vocation), | answer they are 
ignorant of the impeachment 
process or they express an attitude 
all too frequently encountered 
concerning other crimes. Would 
they fail to call the police on 
witnessing what they thought to be 
a crime? The Constitution will 
perish completely if the people 
stand idly by now, refusing to act 
by pleading ignorance, while the 
President does everything he can 
(including vicious, irrational at- 
tacks on the press) to restrict their 
right to know. 

The Declaration of 
Independence 1973 cails for rejec- 
tion of incompetent leadership. It 
urges Congress to enact legislation 
improving the electoral process so 
that the 200th anniversary of the 
original Declaration might be 
more worthy of celebration. It does 
not, nor do any other petitions | 
have seen. call for conviction of 
Mr. Nixon by the Senate of the 
United States. The Declaration of 
Independence, i776. was a 
revolutionary document in its day 
when absolute monarchies ruled 
most of the peoples of the world 
The Declaration of Indepedence. 
1973, is not a_ revolutionary 
document. It is a subversive 
document to politicans who prefer 
to receive orders from fat cat con- 
tributors, it is a subversive 
document to an apathetic people, it 
is a subversive document to those 
who applaud the campaign prac- 
tices of the Committee to Re-elect 
the President, it is a subversive 
document to those who prefer a 
President unchecked by the 
Constitution. by Congress, by the 
courts, or by public opinion. It is 
an attempt to revive the tradition 
of an independent people. To 
Protest such an effort symbolizes 
the desperate plight we are in 
because of neglect of our 
traditions. Only apologists for 
tyranny believe the people should 
never be “uppity.”

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Council Candidates Mix A Bit 
Of Mirth With Serious Issues

Residents of Westbridge, Cam- 
pus Commons, East Sacramento 
and River Park will have another 
crack at electing a city councilman 
next Tuesday. The Hornet presents 
the following brief descriptions as a 
service to its readers. 


Phi! Angelides 


Phil Angelides is not as mucha 
smartass as one would imagine a 
20-year-old near-graduate of Har- 
vard must be. In fact, the young 
challenger for the District 3 seat on 
the City Council is hardly a smar- 
tass at all. 
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Backed strongly by city police 
and firefighters associations with 
the slogan, “We're supporting the 
kid.” Angelides reached the Nov. 6 
run-off election by waging a long, 


thorough primary campaign 
against incumbent R. Burnett 
Miller. 

He learned campaign 


organization working for George 
McGovern, Pete McClosky and 
other peace candidates. 

Democrat Angelides says that 
he is a life-long resident of Sac- 
ramento, although he attended 
high school and college on the east 
coast. To those who question his 
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familiarity with Sacramento, he 
says he has kept in touch with local 
political activists and subscribed to 
a Sacramento newspaper. 

Police and firemen, he adds, 
would not support him if they 
though he did not know what he 
was doing. Of course, the fact that 
Angelides believes in active city 
employees organizations helps a 
bit, too . 

He believes that the City 
Manager has entirely too much 
power which is not subject to 
review by the council. A change in 
the city charter is necessary, he 
feels, to make the city manager's 
appointments — which include 
police chief and fire chief — subject 
to council review. 

Regarding the special problems 
of District 3, Angelides says he will 
propose making accident-prone J 


and H Streets each one-way. He roe

favors maintaining Fire Engine 4, 
scheduled to be relocated next 
year, at its present Alhambra BI. 
location, where it is surrounded by 
multi-family and elderly housing. 

Although primary condidate 
Harry Varnedoe complained of 
poor police and fire protection in 
high-rent Campus Commons, 
Angelides is opposed to sending 
more manpower there because that 
will lessen protection elsewhere. 

On city employee matters, he 
believes that selective cer- 
tification (affirmative action 
hiring) is here to stay and neces- 
sary. Public employeesexcept 
police and firemenshould have the 
right to strike, as well as“binding 
arbitration” by independent ar- 
bitrators in their dealings with the 
city administration. Currently, 
city Management is required to 
“meet and confer in good faith” 
with employee representatives. 

On a recent Council decision to 
review each proposal for 
development along the Americnan 
River Parkway, Angelides says he 
would have voted for the other op- 
tion, a six-month building freeze 
while the Parkway Plan is being 
updated. He predicts the vote on 
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Miller was not available. 

every building review will be split 
along ideological linesthose favor- 
ing builders vs. those favoring en- 
virnomentalists. 

He agrees with Miller that 
owners of historic Victorian homes 
should be given tax breaks if they 
restore the houses rather than 
demolishing them. 


Burnett Miller 


Burnett. Miller, incumbent 
councilman, is recognized as the 
council’s champion of the arts as 
well as its wag. His droll comments 
have put many a drawn-out debate 
into perspective and earned the ap- 
preciation of his colleagues. 

Miller, who operates the 
Burrett and Sons Lumber Mill, 
points out that if he is defeated, 
only one _ businessmanRitz 
Naygrowwill remain on the coun- 
cil. 

He disagrees with Angelides 
about the city manager, arguing 
that the present council has had 
more cooperation with its policy 
decisions than any previous one. 
He believes that the make-up of the 
council determines the city 
Managers power, rather than a 
charter amendment. 

Miiler voted to approve the Fire 
Master Plan which will provide 
more protection for the CSUS- 
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Sutter Hospital area but less in the 
older Alhambra Bivd. area. 

He voted to defend police Sgt. 
Samuel Somers, accused of res- 
ponsibility in the shooting death of 
black teenager Raymond Brewer, 
with city money. 

Miller disagrees with Angelides 
over the need for binding ar- 
bitration in negotiations between 
city administrators and employees. 

Miller, as well as being the 
council’s art expert, is concerned 
with preserving Sacramento's past. 

As chair of the Historic 
Landmarks Commitiee. he has 
pushed for preservatiohof historic 
structures; for an improved Sac- 
ramtneo Historical Museum: and 
for maintaining old documents 
which may provide facts for his- 
torians. 

He was the only coucilman to 
take a stand with Phil Isenberg on 
the later’s controversial business 
license tax proposal. Although 
Miller and many of his friends are 
businessmen, he supported the idea 
of taxing businesses by their gross 
profit rather than according to the 
type of establishment they are. 

One issue he and Angelides 
agree on Is the need to revitalize the 
downtown area, mixing residential 
and office buidlings. They both 
believe in tax breaks to people will- 
ing to restore downtown homes.

“Dear Bosco, If you are getting 
tired of replacing the windows; we 
are getting tired finding the doors 
locked. Handball players. P.S. Get 
your shit together.” 

This message of wisdom is ad- 
dressed to Dr. James Bosco, head 
of tre P.E. department, written in 
pencil on the board covering the 
broken window on the number one 
handball court on campus. Bosco 
has had five broken windows in the 
last three months and is asking t 
students of CSUS to find the 
culprit or culprits. 

“I'm pleading for student help 
in locating this individual,” Dr. 
Bosco said with urgency. “He o 
she obviously needs help, and I'm 
willing to donate my own mo 
for that person's rehabilitation.” 

This situatfon has a long his- 
tory. One of Bosco’s predecessors 
was threatened to make him keep 
the handbali courts open. Bosco 
has not been threatened with 
bodily harm, but only promised 
broken windows if the courts were 
not left open. 

Bosco stated that they've done 
everything they could to keep the 
place open as much as possible. but 
the window breaker wants it open 
at all times. 

“No way am I going to keep the 


place open 24 hours a day,” he§® 


asserted. “If I did, people from all 
over town would come and that 
would leave no room for our 
students and faculty.” 

He doesn’t think it’s a student, 
because it has been happening 
since the middle of last summer 
when not many students were on 
campus. Bosco has also asked the 
Campus Security to look into the 
matter, but with no results. 

“I can't close the courts — 
which is silly, and would do no 
good anyway — then everyone 
would get mad at me,” as Bosco ex- 
plained his position. “I'm right 
behind the eight ball.” 

Dr. Bosco is attempting to im- 
prove this situation by using 
instructional monies for student 
supervision on Friday nights and 
weekends. The new program goes 
as follows: 

On trial basis on Friday 
evenings and weekends, the
